intriguing in Tripoli and in Egypt are without 
foundation. The sole aim of Germany in the 
outer world is commercial, according tothe 
Chancellor: and if those aims are at times 
difficult to distinguish from political aspira- 
tions, it may be merely the conservatism of 
our methods that is to blame for failing to 
appreciate them. 

Such being the ca'se, it follows that cordial 
relations. with England are desired. If we 
on our part have not also officially proclaimed 
from the housetops that our wish is to be at 
peace with all mankind, at any rate it is well 
known to be our traditional policy: and if 
friction has arisen with Germany, the fault is 
at least. as great on their side as on ours, So 
much Prince von Biilow allows : the most signi- 
ficant part of his long speech is the admission 
that no advantages have come from it all, “Our 
position,” said he, “would be better than in the 
cighties,had we not meanwhile inaugurated an 
overseas policy. Our position on the Continent 
leaves no ground for fear, but we must so conduct 
our world-policy that it does not endanger the 
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\ GERMAN FOREIGN POLICY. 

It is common knowledge that since the 
conclusion of the Algeciras Conference there 
has been a well-defined feeling of unrest in 
Germany as to the general results of her 
foreign policy. To the somewhat exaggerated 
optimism of a few years ago there succeeded 
a wave of pessimism, less reasonable on the 
whole, but still in many respects well-founded, 
To the conviction that Germany was about to 
control Europe, and in time possibly to revive 
the old universal Empire of the Middle Ages, 
succeeded a period of hypersensitiveness, when 
Germany was represented asan Ishmael, her 
hand against every man and every man’s 
hand against her, isolated in Europe, unsuc- 
cessful overseas, and menaced by grave inter- 
nal dangers. It is superfluous to say (remarks 
the “Globe”) that neither view was strictly 
correct : but the situation, the policy, and 
the future of Germany were thoroughly dis- 
cussed in the home Press last summer, and

security of the Germaa people.” It would 
be cruel to call this confession a tardy awaken- 
ing to the reality of the danger which 
threatened Germany last year, not for the 
first time. Yet in truth that danger seems 
only now to be appreciated ; and since admit- 
tedly no compensating advantages have been 
derived from the risks that were run, but 
rather the reverse, it raises the question 
whether that policy is to be pursued in the 
future. Germany must have “a place in the 
sun,” as the Chancellor once stated ; as one 
of the greatest European nations it is her un- 
doubted right. To that aspiration ‘none of 
the Powers could seriously object: it is 
rather the means that have been used to 
secure it that have caused such serious irrita 
tion. If Prince von Bulow’s words foreshadow 
a change of policy, a desire to co-operate rather 
than to quarrel with her neighbours, it will be 
a happy thing for the world at large. And if 
we may take it that there will be a cessation 
of those Imperial excursions and alarums in 
the diplomatic field to which we have un 
fortunately become accustomed, there will 
certainly be less ill-feeling in England towards 
Germany, though there can be no permanent 
friendship between the two countries until 
Germany abates that policy of excessive Naval 
expansion, which is in no way required by her 
legitimate aims, and can only -be used * for 
offensive purposes. Also, a little caution and 
consideration at the Foreign Office in Berlin 
will do more to restore goodwill than all those 
visits of German editors and burgomasters to 
London, which were laughed at in the 
Reichstag last week,

Ever since the unigne collection of Arabic 
papyri belonging to Brogsch Pasha was barnt 
at the bookbindere, now many years ago, nosuch 
valoable mass of similar documents has been 
secured in one lot, as the twelve hondred 
Arabic papyros manuscripts acquired recently 
by the University of Heidelberg, which has 
secured what was knowo as the Schott Rein- 
hardt collection. 

The documents are not in every case papy- 
rus ones, there being a wooden tablet inscribed 
with part of the seventh Sura of the Koran,

Thia is certainly a misf.irtone of some 
megnitsde at this moment, when we hoped to 
ree the undivided enrrgy of Ruasia directed 
against the common enemy But we trust that 
grest Empirs possesses enffi ient etrength to 
combat Booraparte in the West of Earope, 
and to overwhelm with disgrace a:d defrat 
this new ally which has +t:rted opin the East. 
Whether victorions or vanqnixhed, the ‘ark 
is likely to he the victim in the conteat. If the 
former, the Franch (for his hope of anccess 
can te only fonnded upon their co operation) 
will reach Constantinople; if the latter, the 
Rossians hecome-masters of it In either event 
the Grand Signior loses his capital,”

THE PAN-ISLAMIC REVIVAL.

Before a meeting of the Central Asian Socie- 
ty, on Wednesday last week, a paper was read 
by Mr. Valentine Chirol on “The Pan-Islamio 
Revival.” Lieut.-General Sir Edwin Collen pre- 
sided, and there was a large attendance. inolnd. 
ing Mr. Ameer Ali, Sir Lapel Griffin, Sir 
Thomas Gordor, Mr. T.W. Arnold, and Mr. G. 
de Weaselitsky. 

The Chairmar, in introducing Mr. Chirol, 
said that he was well-known as a distinguished 
traveller and a deep atndent and anthority in 
regard to Eastern questions. 

Mr. Chirol said that we often spoke—rather 
light heartedly—ot the British Empire as, amor g 
other things, the greatest Mahoniedan power 
in the world, and anqnestionably no Sovereign 
counted smong his subjacts so many millions 
of Mahomedans as King Edward. This was a 
factor of the greatest importancs in considering 
the interests and the fature of the British 
Empire, for, in the East, religion was still a | 
forea more potent than any other. Both in’ 
Egypt and in India we had reminderr, which 
had come as a. surprise to many, that Islam 
still represented an elemental force with whch 
British statesmanship might have seriously to 
reckon. Abdal Hamid had, he remarked, 
anccessfully applied himeelf, with mingled 
daring and canning, to the two-fold task of 
restoring the despotic power of the Snitanate 
at home and of seeking compensation for the 
curtailment ‘of his temporal dominions by 
reviving and extending through ut the Maho. 
medan world the apiritual authority to which 
he laid claim as heir to the Khalifate of 
Islam. The claim of the Turki-h Sultans to the 
Khalifate dated only from the 16'h centnry, 
and arose ont of the cor quest of Egypt. The 
Saltan Sslim’s triamphant entry into Aleppo 
was the occasion when for the first time at a 
Friday servic3 in tha mosqré the title of 
Protector of tha Holy Pisces was added to the 
othr titles of the O'toman Saltsns. From that 
date to this none of Selim’s succersors had 
allowed the title to lapse. It was daring the 
complications which led to the Briti-h occnpa- 
tion of Egypt that Yildiz Kiosk appeared to 
have become the seat of an organised pro- 
paganda on behalf of what had coms to be 
koown as Pan Islamism. That was 25 years 
ago, and the channels through which Pan- 
Islamism worked were so tortnons that its 
slow bat steady progress attracted bat little 
attention, except from those who knew some: 
thing of the East, ontil the events cf the last 
12 months in Egypt revealed, as ina sodden 
b'sze of light, the activity of the forces which 
we had ignored withoor usual self complacency. 
The word prestige was deprecated nowadays 
in hnmanitarian qnarters as redolent of obso- 
lete militeri-m and barbariem, but in the East 
it had lost none of its potency, and throngh- 
out the ,Esat, wherever Mahomedans con- 
gregated, the name of Abdul Hamid had been 
steadfastly magnified, with results wh‘ch we 
were now beginning to realize, Among the 
concrete facts of Abdul Hamid’s | Pan-Islamic 
policy none was more remarkable and _signifi- 
cant tban the constraction of the Hedjaz rail- 
way, which would altimately link op the seat 
ot his temporal power as Sultan at Constan- 
tinople with the seat of his spiritual power 
as \h-lifat Mecca. ‘I'he railway was expect- 
e1 to reach Medina in 1910, and Mecca about 
three years Jater. After some remarks 
on the effects of Abdul Hawid’s policy in 
Persia and Afghanistan, Mr. Chiroi remarked 
that, after all, the question of permanent im- 
portance to us was whether, and to what 
extent, Pan-Islamism had reached the great 
masses of our Indian Mabomedana, who num- 
bored? roughly, one-fourth of the who'e popa- 
lation of our Indian Empire and of whom the 
vast majority were Sunnis, like the Tarks. In 
what light exactly the Mahomedans of India 
viewed ths Saltan’s claim to the Khalifate was 
& point of no small interest, In many mosqnes 
his name appeared to be used in the Friday 
prayers, bot excellent authorities assured us 
that this did not imply anything more than s 
merk of respect and reverence for a great 
Massulman § »vereign. One could not bot infer 
from varions atteraross that the inflaence 
which Abdal Hamid was beginning to exercise 
as the Khalif.ot Islam over the minds of I dian 
Mah'm-dars was cauring among the more 
loyal and enlightened ection of the Mahome. 
dan commanity in India a certain measure of 
apprehension, and that they felt the time had 
come openly to disconntenarce its growth. 
This was a matter which deserved close and 
serious consideration at the hands of our rulers, 
eapecially ata time when the Mahomedana of 
I dia ware, riehtly or wrongly, disposed to 
b lieve that their interests. no longer received 
f om the snpreme Government the same im- 
partial trertment to which they had hitherto 
been accnstomed. He did not wish to enter 
npon controversial questions which had late- 
ly been raired in regard to Briti-h admi- 
nistration in India, bot the fact remained 
that recent events had produced upon 
the minds of not a fsw Indian Mahome- 
dans the impression that thie rights as a mi- 
nority had been sacrificed, and were likely to 
he ati!l farther sacrificed in the fatore to ths 
claims of the Hinda majority, and merely in 
their opinion, becanse the H:nda mejvrity had 
had reconrae to methods of agitation which th: 
I:dian Mcba~ édans had not considered to b 
compatible with a deep eense of loyalty toward: 
the British Raj. Whenever a real change took 
place at Conatantinopla—whetber it were i: 
Abdnl Hemid’s lifetime or, more probably 
when he was gathered in dne conrse to hi 
torefathe-a—it might be hored that whateve 
British Government.was in power, wou'd txk- 
the earliast opnortanity of showine in the facr 
of the Mahomedan world that British policy 
was inspired by no eettled antagonism to ‘I'nr 
key, but, on the contrary, was prepared t 
respect, and even to support, both the tem 
roral and the spiritual anthority of thB Soltan 
ro long as these were not amployad to aubserve 
purposes of hostility to the British Em:ire, _

We have received the following commanica- 
tion from Mr. R. Fox Bourne, secretary of the 
Aborigines Protection Society :— 

To tits Epiror or THE “Eayprian Gazerre.’ 

Sir,—Io your issue of 2nd November you 
comment on a letter dated 3rd October written 
by me on beha!f of the Aborigines Protection 
Society to Sir Edward Grey, in which incidental 
reference is made t» the policy of the Sadan 
Government in dealing with the liqaor traffic, 
and you qnote some figores in support of your 
statement that “itis difficult to see how the 
Aborigines Protection Society can think the 
policy very effective.” 

Allow me to point out that neither in the 
letter in question nor anywhere else has the 
Society suggested that the Sndan policy ia 
“effective.” It has done no more than’ refer 
to that policy as “an example worthy of being 
followed” in other parts of Central Africa 
ander European control. The policy may be 
inadequately carried ont or violated in 
practice ; but its avowed intentions, and so 
far as we know its piastical working, seem to 
bean improvement on anything we know of 
elsewhere, seeing that the professed object is 
todo all that possibly can be done towards 


; Preventing nativesof Africa from being con- 


taminated by Enropean liqnor. 

We have not information enabling us to ary 
towhat extent thia otject has been achieved 
or has failed in its purpose, But official in- 
formation, supplementing and slightly correct- 
ing that contained in Lord Cromer’s reports, 
does not agree with the fignres and inferences 
given in your article of 20d November. It 
appears that the qnantity of beer and alcoholic 
liqnors (including light wines sa well as 
spirits) admitted into the Sudan from Ootober 
1900, to October, 1901, amounted to 240 tons, 
and in the corresponding ‘period 1904-1905 
to 480 tons. In the retarn for 1900-1901 the 
totalg tor beer and liqaors are not separated, 
nor is the estimated value stated, but in that 
for 1904-1905 the entry is “Beer 168 tons; 
L.E. 80,240. Liqnors 812 tons ; LE. 84,240.” 
This shows an appsrent doubling of the im- 
portation in the course of 4 years—not an 
unreasonable increase considering the growth 
of the European and foreign fl sating popalation, 
military and civilian, in the Sudan. 

It is alleged, with how mach tratb I do not 
know, that ths estimated value is, for custom- 
honse snd railway porposes at Alexandria, 
far in excess of the reality ; being based upon 
gross weights, including caser, bottles, packing, 
etc ; and that, in fact, tha actual value of the 
480 tons imported in 1904-1905 shonld ba 
stated as LE. 17,280 instead of LE. 114.480. 
In a communication deted 30 h September, 
1906, the Acting Consul General states that, 
“ifa man drinks bottle of beera day ha 
would consvme 30$ dozm in a year, which 
would be represented by five-eighths ofa ton in 
railway weight ; if he drinks a bottle of claret 
a day his consumption will be represented by 
rather more then two-thirds ot a ton of rail- 
way weight in the course of a year.” We are 
not told how much brandy or whisky is im- 


ported and consumed in the Sadan, bat, if ; 


Mr. Findlay’s figures are accurate, there seems 
no reason for supposing that even 480 tons 
of beer ard liqaors of all eorts might not be 
consumed in a year by 2,787 Europeans and 
other aliens, inclading women and children, 
without any of it reaching the native popula- 
tior, 

I may add that the foregoing particolars 
wore farnished by Lord Cromer's representa- 
tivein reply to questions asked in the House 
of Commons last Jaly on behalf of this Society.

Tha service at the 
grave was conducted by Rev. D.kran Rejebian, 
vastor of tha ‘hird charch, which Me Sanders 
attended regularly when in Aintab, The'grave
